Wisconsin Courts 


To enact good laws and to faithfully 


enforce them does not insure justice. 
In England and America these condi- 
tions existed long before right rela- 
tions were established between the ci- 
tizens. Laws may be eo drawn as to 
fully safeguard human rights and the 
executive officers may capture every 
culprit who violates them yet Justice 
miscarry miserably. Courts must be 
convenient of access, open to all, and 
absolutely fair if the public good is to 
be advanced by the state. 


To fulfill these three conditions of 


success Is no easy task. Tet the de- 
mocratic "states have accomplished 
more in this direction in a few hun- 
dred years than was accomplished by 
tho monarchies- and aristocracies in 
the preceding five thousand. We in 
America may find many defects in our 
judicial system but it is the best yet 
devised. 
Wisconsin well 
illustrates 


the organization and operation oC the 
courts in the more progressive states 
of the Union. Our courts consist of 
two groups—regular and .special. The 
regular courts consist of justice courts, 
circuit courts and the state supreme 
court. The special courts include the 
municipal courts and county courts. 


Tb/> justice courts are generously 


distributed over thc state. They have 
been established in each town, village 
and city, except Milwaukee. They are 
therefore, easy to reach. A justice of 
thc peaco, elected by thc people, is in 
charg« of each court. H has power to 
issue warrants for the capture of per- 
sons suspected 
of crime, summons 


which commands a person to appear 
for trial in a civil case and subpoenas 
which require a person to appear at a 
trial as a witness. Ho may also con- 
duct minor civil and criminal trials. 
In all civil cases in which thc amount 
in dispute does not exceed $200, and 
all criminal cases in which tho penalty 
for tho offense, as stated by tho law, 
docs not exceed a Tine of $100.00 or six 
i months in thc county jail or both, the

so called because they arc established, 
not by a general, but by a special law. 
These courts an> established in cities 
or counties to relieve the work of the 
justice and higher courtn. The courts 
are thoreforo located in such places 
and given such powers as may be 


lo make more efficient th* 


Th« county courts a.ic located one 


these courts is the settlement of es- 
tates of deceased persons, and tbe ap- 
pointment of guardians 
for children 


and dependent persons. 
Instead of 


establishing 
municipal 
or 
inferior 


courts -to relieve thc justice or circuit, 
courts it is now quite a general prac- 
tice for tho legislature to give county 
courts jurisdiction over certain civil 
and criminal cases. The Jurisdiction 
is granted each court by special act 
and, 
therefore, is not at all uniform 


throughout the state. 


The circuit courts aro uniform in 


both organization and jurisdiction and 
so constitute a part of the regular ju- 
dicial' system. The size of each cir- 
cuit is determined by the amount of 
judicial business done. At present tbe 
state is. divided into twenty circuits. 
There is an average of three or four- 
counties in each circuit. Two sessions 
of entirt are held regularly in each 
county. In Milwaukee County there 
are six circuit judges but irt*each oth- 
er circuit there is but one Judge. The 
legislature may change the circuits at 
ary time, but thc constitution requires 
that tho boundaries be county lines. 


The supremo court is the highest 


court of tho state. It is composed of 
a chief justice and six associate jus- 
tices, thc chief justice being the mem- 
ber who has been longest in office. At 
present it is Robert G. Sicbecker. Th« 
court .holds its cession, two each year, 
in the capital at Madison. 


The judges In all Wisconsin courts 


are elected for a term of years vary- 
ing from two to ten. This mak^s 
them quite subject to the will of th' 
peopKs. In order to remove them as 
far from political influenc a* possible, 
they are chosen, not at thc general 
election in the fall, but at thc spring 
election. 


Speaking generally the system of 


Wisconsin courts is made responsible 
for tho correct 
and Just interpreta- 


tion of all laws enacted by both the 
local units and the state. These laws 
must be justly applied in every case 
coming before thc court otherwise the 
true purpose of the state is not at- 
tained. We must insist upon our 
courts adhering strictly to th« prin- 
dpt'- of j'lsttee or our detnorracr ss 
doomed.
